Snjur of tlie Tropical Species Arc of 
Enormous Sire. 

A queer fish Is the swordfish. #It Is 
found in tho tropical and subtropical 
zones of both tho eastern and western 
hemispheres. Some of the tropical spe¬ 
cies Vi re of enormous siv.a and measure 
from twelve to fiftecu feet in length, 
with swords at Insist three feet long. 
The sword Is much tho shape of a cone 
somewhat flattened, tho end sharply 
pointed. It is smooth on the top and 
sides, but the under part is rough. It 
is really an elongation of the bones of 
the upper jaw and is possessed of very 
great strength, for with these weapons 
they have been known to pierce the 
copper sheathing of vessels and heavy 
plates and timbers; but, although they 
can drive tho sword far into these sob- 
st uncos, they cannot draw them out, so 
break them oft and swim away with¬ 
out them. 

A large fin extends nearly the length 
of the back of the creature, which la 
folded back when the fish Is awlm- 
inlng in order that its progress may not 
be impeded if speed is desired, but 
when quietly swimming it is often 
erected and acts as a sail to carry it 
through the water. The swordfish la 
very aggressive in its disposition and 
will often assail fish much larger than 
itself. Even the wbule Is not exempt 
from its attacks. The food of the 
swordfish consists of smaller fish, 
which Jt kills by stabbing them with 
its sword. There is quite a large busi¬ 
ness done in swordflshing, as tha flesh 
is used for food. Tha larger apeeiaa 
are caught by harpooning, tho smaller 
in nets.

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WHY ICE STAYS ON TOP. 


Wat*r tho Bole Kvrfptlon to kb Oth- 
ererl«e Inlvrrial Law, 

It Ib one* of the most extraordinary 
IbliiffH In HiIm extraordinary world, 
write* Henry Mnrtyn Hurt in the Out¬ 
look, that water Hhould l»e the sole ex¬ 
ception to the otherwise universal luw 
that nil cooling bodies contract and 
therefore inereusc in density. 

Water contracts as Its temperature 
falls and therefore becomes heavier 
and sinks until It reaches ,'ib degrees. 
At this temperature water is the heav¬ 
iest. This is the point of its maximum 
density. From this point it begins to 
expand. Therefore lit winter, although 
the surface may be freezing at a tem¬ 
perature of 32 degrees, the water at 
tlie bottom of the pool is sJx or seven 
degrees warmer. 

Suppose that water, like everything 
else, had gone on contracting as it 
cooled until it reached the freezing 
point. The heaviest water would hove 
sunk to the lowest place and there be¬ 
come ice. Although it is tme that 
eight pints of water become nine pints 
of ice, and therefore icebergs float, 
showing ubpve the surface on eighth 
of their bulk, still bad the water wl>£n 
•at the bottom turned into ice the 
stones would have locked It in their 
interstices and held It there,and Itoforo 
the winter was over the whole pool 
would become solid ice. and nil the poor 
lish would be entombed in clear, beau¬ 
tiful crystal.

The third Japanese army has forced its 
way north from Siuveo toward Haicheng 
after sharp fighting on Saturday and 
Sunday, and now all three commanders 
Oku in the south at Kaichow, Nodzu from 
the passes overlooking llaioueng, ami 

Kuroki from the Molien Basse*-are 

looking down upon the Russians in the 
level country beneath them The Times’ 
correspondent points out that hereafter 
the Japanese must give battle on the plains 
where cavalry, of which the Rursiau have 
a surplus, will he more useful than in th* 
mountains, through which for the past two 
months Operation* have been in progress. 
It is rumored that Kuropatkin proposes to 
launch another cavalry force t.iward tbu 
Yalu in Kurokt’s rear. This would be a 
raid on a gigantic scale, 30,000 sabre* 
being mentioned as available for the move¬ 
ment .

THEIR WORD IS AS GOOD 48

Sense of Justice and and 
Conscientious Objections to 
Progress. 

The Chinaman is a complex pro¬ 
blem, and it is not within the scope 
of the European to do justice to 
Any one side of his character; but 
we are perhaps—those of us who 
live in the East—better able to ap¬ 
preciate his business capabilities, for 
the reason that it is in this capacity 
that we most neafly como into 
touch’ with him. 

Successful training is the aim and 
ambition of the middle class China¬ 
man, and he devotes himself to this 
end with an energy of which few 
Europeans, with their many other 
intercsta in life, are capable. 

The greater part of my life having 
been spent in tho north of China, 
says H. Fulford Bush in the Shang¬ 
hai Times, it must be understood 
that my remarks bear upon tho nor¬ 
thern nativo merchant, who is a 
more phlegmatic and cautious man 
than his southern brother and the 
more typically Chinese, in that he 
is less familiar with foreigners and 
their ways. 

The strong gambling instinct in¬ 
herent in every Chinaman prompts 
him to a boldness in trade specula¬ 
tions whiGh foreigners do not care 
to emulate, and which—uncombincd 
with that intimate knowledge of past 
transactions and apparent intuitive 
forecast of conditions governing 
prices, exchange, northern and south¬ 
ern demand and supply possessed by 
every native trader—would inevitably ‘ 
lend to disaster. The Chinese mer¬ 
chant, however, going on the broad 
principle, which experience of years 
has justified, that continues intelli¬ 
gent trading in tho staplo exports 
and imports will yield a return of 
five years’ profit aR against two 
years’ loss, enters into forward con¬ 
tracts, purchases in large quantities 
and stakes the greater part, of 
HIS CAPITAL AND CREDIT 
on the corrcctgcss of his estimate of 
the present, vis-a-vit* the future, mar¬ 
ket, winning five times out of seven 
ana waxing prosperous on the fruits 
of his bold reliance upon his busi¬ 
ness perspicacaity. 

The lorcigner cannot hope to com¬ 
pete with tho Chinaman in liis own 
linen without adopting methods 
which to the Western mind appear 
unpractical and opposed to all busi¬ 
ness precedent. The native does not 
trouble about bank guarantees, de¬ 
livery of goods against documents 
and accepted drafts, elaborate book¬ 
keeping and fixed hours. 

Dealing largely on the barter sys¬ 
tem, he delivers imports against ex¬ 
ports, cuch firm making a memoran¬ 
dum of the transaction in a rough 
day book, without any bank inter¬ 
vention; and every merchant is pre¬ 
pared to do business at any time in 
tho twenty-four hours, at his' home, 
his hong (business residence), tho 
tea shop, opium house, theatre or 
public bath. There is no sign of 
"rush"—why rush when you have the 
whole day. and if necessary the 
whole night, for deliberation and 
conclave before determining your line 
of action? And yet, when an op¬ 
portunity offers such as n sudden fall 
in tho prices of produce, or ex¬ 
change, or freight rates, the native 
merchant can make up his mind and 
act as promptly and withal as calm¬ 
ly ns the smartest Westerner could 
wish. 

Though extremely conservative and 
opposed to any innovation, the Nor¬ 
thern Chinamen is beginning to 
ndopt such Western improvements as 
recommend themselves to his sense 
by reason of their money-saving 
qualifications—and the lust few years 
have witnessed great changes in tho 
bean cake factory machinery—which 
is now constructed in Hong Kong on 
a semi-foreign plan—improving the 
output of oil and allowing of a re¬ 
duction in the labor 
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firm •xduafvely. Ha cannot, of 
course, be expected to real Ire the 
fact that tho conversation between 
the merchant and interpreter, when 
the mutual exchange of compliment* ( 
has been exhausted, has been confln-, 
od principally to matters of local; 
business interest. 

THE EXCHANGE HATES,

One of the most Striking character- ( 
ietice of the Chinese merchant is hiej 
business integrity. Much has been 
written and said on this theme, 
and It is impossible to extol too 
highly the absolute reliance that can 
bo placed upon the merchant's bond. 

The writer's father, Henry E. 
Bush, for over thirty years in con¬ 
stant touch with the merchants of 
North China, never experienced a 
bad debt in all his many business 
transactions with the various native 
Hongs. | 

Dir Ewan Cameron of the Hong 
Kong and .Shanghai Banking Corpor¬ 
ation, when speaking of his tenure of 
office in China, extending over many 
years, said he has never lost a cent 
through his native constituents. 
When it is aqnsidered that the said 
bank jg the leHQLpg bank in China, 
aod tho one witJh which native as 
well as foreign merchants are the 
most anxious to do business, it will 
be admitted that no finer tribute 
could well he puid to tho integrity 
of the nativo trader. 

At tho time of the Boxer outbreak 
the Russo-Chinese Bank at New- 
chwang had over 5,000.000 taels in¬ 
vested in tho native city, and de¬ 
spite tho business stagnation result¬ 
ing from the disruption of the usual 
commerce conditions since that date, 
that money has all been accounted 
for. 

The main cause of this admirable 
state of affairs is, in my opinion, the! 
guild organisation. Every merchant 
is a member of a guild, every trades¬ 
man has his guild, and what the 
guild ordains is faithfully carried 
out by each of its members. 

No Chinese merchant can afford to' 
lose caste, or "fnce.” ns he would 
express it. His "face" is literally 
his fortune. Were he to be engaged 
in any discreditable transaction, and 
be reported to his guild, he woulrt 
lose "face," and with it credit, bm- 
iness standing and his entire 
tele. 

The Chinese merchant hun a keen 
sense of justice, in spite of the fuct 
that the Chinese official class is sin¬ 
gularly deficient in that respect; and 
if the foreigner can but show that he 
has "li" right) on his side he will 
find it an unfailing argument, one to 
compel a body of Chinamen, for the 
sake of their "face" to decide in his 
favor, their sympathy with their fel¬ 
low merchants notwithstanding.

VOICES OF FLAME. 
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New Application of Phonograph 
and Lighted Oas. 

There will be music in the air in & 
senec never dreamed of by Ariel if 
the new flauio sound discovery 
shown to the scientific world at the 
conversazione of tho Itoyal Society 
at Burlington House, London, by 
Mr. T. 0. Porter, can be carried to 
its logical conclusion. 

Of couisc, being scientific. Mr. Por¬ 
ter uses a very serious title. He 
calls his invention “A Method of 
Mochanically Reinforcing Sounds,” 
and he describes it thus 

An ordinary phonograph with tho 
reproducer is used an the source of 
the sounds. In this instrument tho 
roughness of the record makes a rod 
vibrate, and these vibrations are 
communicated tnechaniciilly to a thin 
disc of glass or mien, which in turn 
transmits them to the air on thQ 
side of the disc remote from the 
rod; the aerial disturbances are then 
conducted by a tube usually to a 
trumpet, but in this experiment the 
reinforcement of the sounds is ob¬ 
tained by the combustion of coal 
gas and air. The mixed gases are 
led over the disc of the reproducer 
and conveyed by tubing to two con¬ 
vergent jets and then ignited. 

In a small black box at the side 
was hidden a very faint phonograph, 
placed in the flame part of the build¬ 
ing as tin auxetophone, which, under 
tho guidance of Mr. C. A. Parsons, 
magnified the singing of en Italian 
operatic artist, taking hold of the 
voice us it came l> from the phono¬ 
graph, and multiplying its loudness 
by about eight. 

But Mr. Porter’s flame music gaily 
triumphed over these trifles when he 
applied a light to the two little jets 
—one of gas and the other of gas 
and air—that hissed out at the end 
of two pipes which curled on to tho 
| table out of the little black box 
where the hitherto faint phonograph 
i lay.

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THE RED CROSS IN JAPAN. 

For Thirty Years it Has Been Do¬ 
ing Good Work. 

The Japanese Red Cross Society 
had its origin in the Hakunisha, an 
association organized for the care 
of the sick and wounded in the Kag¬ 
oshima civil war - of 1877. Two 
noblemen holding high official posi¬ 
tions first conceived the scheme of 
sending relief to the sufferers in this 
war. Their efforts were seconded by 
other influential Japanese, und in 
Mn.' , 1877, the association received 
imperial sanction to send n corps 
of doctors and nurses into the field 
to the relief of Imperialists and re¬ 
bels alike. 

The Jlakuoishn did not disband nt 
the close of the war, and in 1885 
the .lapnneso Government, gave its 
adherence to the Geneva convention. 
The Hakunisha then revised its con¬ 
stitution in such n way ns to e^- 
nble it to affiliate with the lltKh 
Cross. The society was pluced un¬ 
der the patronage of the Emperor 
und his household and in direct con¬ 
nection with the army und navy. 
Its name was changed to the Red 
Cross Society of Japan, and after- 
wnrd ft was merged into the Inter¬ 
national Red (boss Society. 

Tho society, while nominally under 
the control of the Mikado, is ac¬ 
tually managed by a board of ten 
members of the permanent, council. 
From these a president and two vice- 
presidents are chosen with the con¬ 
sent of the Emperor. Above all 
stands the director general, represen¬ 
tative of the'erown. 

The permunont council is composed 
of thirty members elected nt the an¬ 
nual meeting of the society. Tno 
present officers are ; Director Gener¬ 
al. Prince Kanin: president, Count 
Mattfukntn; vice-presidents, Barons 
Hnnahusu and Ozawa. Every pre¬ 
fecture throughout Die realm has its 
local branch., of which the Governor 
is ex-officio chairman. 

Tho relief work of the society is 
not limited to the cure of sufferers in 
wnr. .Inpan, being a volcanic coun¬ 
try, is subject to eruptions of almost 
iis appalling a character ns that 
which overwhelmed Martinique. Since 
the organization of the society, thir¬ 
ty years ago, the country hus been 
visited by two or three great earth¬ 
quakes, one tidul wave and many 
disastrous hurricanes, famines, pesti¬ 
lences and fires. In all those calam¬ 
ities the Red Cross* has always been 
ready to give help. 

The society mnintuins a hospital 
nt Tokio, established in 1877, and 
afterward rebuilt und completed in 
1891. Attached to the hospital is 
a training school for the nurses and 
medical attendants, who are doing 
such good work now in the war. To 
give the students opptuniiies for 
practical work, patients are receiv¬ 
ed in time of pence. In wnr time 
the hospital is placed at the disposal 
of the military authorities ns a mil¬ 
itary reserve hospital. The person¬ 
al force of the society, including 
docrorw, apothecuries and nttrsoy is 
now 8,476.

But it does seem j 
strungo that, having proved the hen- i 
efit of relying on the Lord, he should j 
afterward rely on the king of Syria t 
instead of on the Lord and thus 
bring upon himself a rebuke from tho 
Lord through Hammi tho seer (xvj, 
7-9). When.he trusted the Lord and 
he and his people turned to the Lord 
and sought Him with their whole de¬ 
sire, rncottruged by Azpriah. messen¬ 
ger of God. after the victory over j 
the Ethiopians, then the Load guve j 
them rest round about, and there ' 
was no more war unto tin* thirty- 
fifth year of his reign (see the wholo 
of chapter xv).’ 

After that come the fellowship 
with the king ot Syria, the Lord’s 
rebuke by Hnnani, the anger of the 
king with the prophet (and therefore 
with <’»od. who sent him), even put¬ 
ting him in prison: the king’s illness, 
in which he also turned away from 
the Lord, and his death in the forty- 
first year of his reign (chapter xvi). 
Taking warning by his failures, let 
us imitate him in his rdffance upon 
the Lord and his fight against idola¬ 
try and note that from the ten 
tribes there came to him an ubun- 
daVice of people when they saw that 
the Lord his God was with him (xv, 
9), for tho Lord honors those who 
honor Him (I Sam. ii. 3Q). 

May all who read he ns much 
helped ns I have been by xvi.

the proprietors in each instance sbow- 
every willingness to have their cheese 
tested and explaining fully the defects 
found and the requirements of the 
trade 

In looking over the cheese it was 
noticeable that a number of the fact¬ 
ories wirch formerly pent in poor 
cheese, are now furnishing a firatolasa 
article, while other factories which 
were looked up to as firetclass, are 
now * xperlencing difficulty in keeping 
up to their standard. What might we 
have expected from the poorer makers 
this year if no instruction had been 
given, when the best makers in every 
section are experiencing difficulties? 
One of the factories in Perth district, 
which bad in previous years b eu 
count* d as firstclass, changed makers 
I this spring, and the cheese mauufac- 
I tured at the beginning of the season 
! was rejected by the buyers. Applica¬ 
tion was at once made for a visit from 
j the Instructor, aod after a few hours 
of consultation and instruction the 
j maker was able to manufacture 
j cheeso which was classed as “fancy.” 
The loss on the two shipment*, (about 
two weeks’ mak^) was about S100 
and even tnen the buyers did not ‘cut’ 
them as much as tbey would had the 
factory not had a good reputation. In 
another small factory a cut of $40 
wits made on one shipment. The 
Instructor succeeded in overcoming the 
difficulty at onco, and tigs patrons are 
now receiving full price. 

In another instance a first-class 
factory was cut half a cent per pouud 
on one shipment and one cent per 
pound on another shipment, b"t after 
only one visit from an instructor, the 
cheese hi ought fad price. The in¬ 
structor in this case succeeded in 
bringing the quality of the cheese 
from inferior to first-class. 

Some of the main defects noticed in 
the cheese in Montreal were as follows : 
—First, weak in body and too much 
acidity. Second, objectionable flavors. 
A weedy flavor, of what is called un 
“off” flavor, due to carlessness on the 
part of some person, either patron or 
maker. TuirJ, defective finish, but 
much superior to the general appear¬ 
ance of cheese marketed in previous 
years. No excuse can be made for the 
un workmanlike manner in which some 
of the cheese is put up. They are not 
uniform : carelessness is displayed in 
putting the cloths on tho ends of the 
cheese; tho boxes are not properly 
tiimnud after tho cheese are put in 
them; and in some cases the boxes are 
not high enough, allowing the weight 
of the top cheeso to rest ou the bottom 
cheese rather than u^on the boxes. In 
some cases boxes are too large in cir- 
curafeience, allowing the cheese to 
work from side to side and wearing 
rough patches on the ends and sides. 

There is also evidence of negligence 
in the care of the sholves ; the ends of 
tho cheese in a few instances being 
quite dirty while the sides were clean. 

One wholesale dealer stated that out 
of 40 boxes jcceived he had his men 
ro^e 38 of them before they were fit 
for shipment on the steam*r. Another 
shipper told that out of a lot of 150 
only a few arrived at his warehouse 
in sound condition. A poor quality of 
box and carelessness on the part of 
mak rs in boxing cheese, will, if con* 
tinued, iujure the trade. 

It will be renumbered by many 
dairymen, that the patrons and 
makers in the eastern portion of the 
province were opposed some years 
ago to Instructors, aud to the system 
of iuspectiou, with the object of giving 
the makers assistance in mauufactur- 
ing. At th*is time the cheeso in the 
western part of tho province so'd from 
one to two ceuta per pound more than 
that received by the eastern men.

SYSTEMATIC INSTRUCTION IN 
CHEESE FACTORIES. 

The Department of Agriculture. in 
conjunction with tho E Astern ami 
Western Dairymen's Associations, is 
this year continuing tho systematic 
instruction which gave such satis¬ 
factory results last year. 

There are 33 Cheese Instructors now 
on the road, and each instructor has 
assigned to him from 15 to *2.’) fuetories 
which are directly under his charge, 
and for which he is held responsible. 
There are two chief instructors; one 
for Eastern Ontario, and the other for 
Western sec*ion, who have general 
oversight of the work. Tire depart¬ 
ment has also employed three Instru¬ 
ctors to visit the different Creameries 
throughout the Province Each cream¬ 
ery will receive one visit, and if 
the management wish further visits 
they may arrange for them by paying 
a small fee. 

The cheese factories are asked to 
assume about half the cost of instruc¬ 
tion, aud in nearly all cases where in¬ 
struction was given last year tlie prop¬ 
rietors or makers have applied for the 
same this season. The duties of the 
instructors consist in directing the 
makers how bo>t to overcome and 
avoid defects which may appear in 
the cheese; to explain fully to makers 
the quality and texture of cheese irio-it 
suited to the markets; to encourage 
makers and patrons to observe care 
aud cleanliness ; to induce the prop¬ 
rietors of factories to make the nece - 
sary repairs, iu fact to see that all 
operations are carried on in a manner 
conductive to tho production of the 
best quality of cheese. 

At the beginning of the -oason a cir¬ 
cular letter was sent to the factories 
throughout the province, asking them 
to make application at once if they 
wished assistance from the instructors 
during the suinmor. A great many 
applicants were received, but a number 
of makers and proprietors did not 
make application. Some of these 
however have since had con¬ 
siderable trouble iu manufacturing 
and have lately made application for 
assistance. As most of me syndicates 
have beeu completed it will be impos¬ 
sible to comply with all requests for 
assist&uce at this late date. 

It is gratifying to know from the 
wholesale dealers in Montreal that the 
average quality of cheese being market¬ 
ed at that point this year is above 
that of last year or the year befon, 
There are, ol course, a lew inferior 
cheese being marketed, but with so 
many instructors on the road there is. 
no excuse for makers continuing to 
nave cheese of au inferior quality 
week after week.

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ENGLAND’S PATRON SAINT. 


Be W«e Born In Palestine and Waa 

Uchcuded In 302. 

St. George, the patron saint of Eng¬ 
land. was born at Lyddn, but brought 
up in Cappadocia. Ho was a tribune 
In the reign of Diocletian and, being 
a man of great courage, wus a favorite, 
but as be complained to the emperor 
of his severities toward the Christians 
and argued In their defense he was 
put In prison and behcodcd April 23, 
302. St. Jerome mentions him in one 
of his •’Martyrologles,” and In the fol¬ 
lowing century there were many 
churches named to his honor. In re¬ 
gard to Ills connection with England, 
_ Ashmole. in his “History of the Order 
i of the Garter,” says that King Arthur 
in the sixth century placed tho picture 
of St. George on his banners, and 
Holden tells us he was patron saint of 
England in the Saxon times. 

It is quite certain that the council 
of Oxford In 1222 commanded his fes¬ 
tival to he observed in England as a 
holiday of lesser rank, and In 1330 he 
was adopted as the patron of tho Or¬ 
der of the Garter. The dragon slain 
by St. George is simply a common al¬ 
legory to express the triumph of the 
Christian hero over evil, which John 
the Evangelist beheld under the im¬ 
age of the dragon. 

Gibbon, In his "Decline and Fall," 
asserts that the patron saint of Eng¬ 
land was George of Cappadocia, the 
turbulent Arlan bishop of Alexandria, 
but the character of this assertion has 
been fully disproved by Fapebroch, 
Milner and others.—Exchange. 


ARTIST AND ARTISAN. 


What It I* Tlmt Menaarea the Dif¬ 
ference Between Them, 

"My son is going to be an artist," 
said a proud father. "lie does not 
need to study a lot of scientific rub¬ 
bish." 

Perhaps this father does not know 
that what be calls "scientific rubbish” 
measures tho difference between the 
artisan and an artist, the dlflferenc® 
between the common and the superb, 
between mediocrity and excellence. It 
was what this man called “scientific 
rubbish" which made the difference 
between the works of Michael Angelo 
and those of a hundred other artists of 
bis day who have gone into oblivion. 
It was tikis "scientific rubbish”- study¬ 
ing anatomy for a dozen years that 
gave immortality to tho statues of 
Moses and David and to bis paintings 
the “Last judgment” and "The Story 
of Creation.” 

Many an artist of real ability lias 
failed to produce any great work of art 
because of bis ignorance of just such 
"scientific rubbish.” Of what good Is 
an artistic temperament or genius to 
J the sculptor who does not know'the 
origin, the insertion and the contour 
of the various muscles, who is not 
thoroughly familiar with tin* human 
anatomy? Michael Angelo thought it 
worth while to spend a great deal of 
time upon the anatomy of a horse and 
upon abstruse mathematics.

OIL PIPE LINES. 


Ingenious Device by 'Which the Long 
Tabes Arc* Cleaned. 

The long pipes tlmt carry crude pe¬ 
troleum from the oil wells to the re¬ 
fineries many miles distant are cionn- 
<h 1 by an ingenious device. A writer 
in the Omaha Daily Ilee describes it: 

As tho oil flows through those un¬ 
derground conduits some of the par- 
allin in the titiid incrusts the sides of 
tho pipes and proves a serious hin¬ 
drance to the free passage of the cur 
iVllt of oil. 

Tho device that Is used to remedy 
this evil is a knife about two feet in 
length, with a slmrp edge, constructed 
like the thread of a screw; indeed, the 
knife resembles a huge headless screw 
It Js, of course, slightly smaller tl an 
tho pipe through which it is to pass. 

When the thickness of the crust of 
paratlin, renders a cleansing necessar.v 
this instrument is inserted in the pipe 
at the oil fields. The pressure of the 
stream of oil drives it forward, rcvolv 
Jng rapidly ns it hurries along anti 
scraping tho channel clean. 

It turns aud twists aud cleanses in 
this manner throughout its whole 
Journey nnj finally drops from the 
pipe lit the midst of .the vast stream 
of petroleum that empties into the

Celluloid, the -chemical compound 
which bears so close a resemblance to 
Ivory, Is a mixture of collodion and 
camphor, invented in is.j.*» by Perkesine 
of Birmingham, whose name for a time 
it bore. The process of manufacture is 
ns follows: Cigarette paper is soaked 
in a mixture of nitric nml sulphuric 
acids until it becomes nitrocellulose. 
After thorough wi shing, to free it from 
the acids, this cellulose is dried, mixed 
w*m^a certain quantity of camphor, 
atklrtoloring matter If required, and 
then passed through a roller mill. It 
Is next formed into thin sheets by hy¬ 
draulic pressure nml afterward bro¬ 
ken up by toothed rollers and soaked 
for some hours in alcohol. A further 
pressure ami a hot rolling process fin¬ 
ish it, and results In ivory-like sheets 
half an inch thick.

PERMANENT MAGNETS. 


The Slmplent Way of Magnedilng a 

. liar of Steel. 

Tho simplest way of magnetizing a 
bar of Bteei Is that known as “single 
touch." The bar to he magnetized is 
laid on tho table and tho pole of a pow¬ 
erful magnet Is rubbed from ten to 
twenty times along its length, always 
in the same direction. If the north 
pole of the magnet Is employed the end 
of the bar first touched will also be¬ 
come n north polo, while the opposite 
end, nt which the magnet Is lifted be¬ 
fore returning, •will he a south pole. 

There are other and more complicated 
methods, known as “divided touch" 
and “double touch," in which two and 
even four magnets are employed. 

A steel bar can also be magnetized 
Oy placing It within a coll of Insulated 
wire, through which a galvanic current 
is circulating. The magnetism Induced 
in this way, however, is weak com¬ 
pared with that which can be procured 
if the same strength of-current is em¬ 
ployed through the Intervention of an 
electro-magnet

The M. P.'e Are Net Known by 
Name, But by DUtinguish- 
ing Number. 

The Japanese House of Commons, 
or House of Representatives, as it is 
really called, is like most other in¬ 
stitutions in modern Japan in that 
it is quite new and has been careful¬ 
ly established on the best models 
throughout the civilized world. 

An English politician who not 
long ago visited Tokio, and had the 
opportunity of seeing the parliament 
at work, declared to the writer that 
it was by a long way the most busi¬ 
ness-like parliament in the world. In 
no other is there anything like so 
little talk in proportion to the 

amount of solid work done. 

Speech-making on the part of the 
Japanese member of parliament is 
discouraged to the utmost, and a 

government bill of extreme import¬ 

ance, such as a Home Rulo Rill, if 
there were occasion to bring ono 
forward, would be debated and either 
passed or rejected in less than a 
week. Four or five new acts of all 
sorts are an average week’s work. 
This is becauso it is a rule that, 
when the government or a private 
member wishes to introduce a new 
bill, it is not allowed to be present¬ 
ed direct to the House at the outset. 
It must first be submitted to a com¬ 
mittee, who in private make a thor¬ 
ough examination of It, and digest 
all the arguments for and against 
which are likely to be advanced con¬ 
cerning it. Then the committee sends 
the bill along to the House with 
a lengthy report upon it, and in 
NINE CASES OUT OF TEN 
the parliament is guided by the- re¬ 
port, and decides upon the measure 
with very little discussion. 

There are 376 members in the Jap¬ 
anese House of Commons, and each 
one of them is paid at the rate of 
over $80 a week for his services, al¬ 
though they are elected by constitu¬ 
encies in Just the same manner as 
in this country. The actual fee paid 
to them is $1,000 a session: but a 
session only lasts twelve weeks. All 
these M.P.’s are known not by name, 
nor even as the honorable member 
for this or that constituency, but 
by a distinguishing number. 

When one is elected he is given 
such a number, and for the purpose 
of identification afterwards he is usu¬ 
ally referred to as "Sixty-seven.” or 
whatever he may be. This number is 
painted in big figures on a hinged 
flap which is attached to his desk 
in the parliament chamber, and as 
soon as he takes his seat he lifts up 
the flap on its hinges ns a token that 
he is then at work for the day. When 
he leaves the sitting he lays his num¬ 
ber flat again. 

During a debate, whenever he wants 
to express approval or disapproval 
of what is being said or to attract 
attention to his own claims to be 
allowed to speak, he does so by rat¬ 
tling this flap, and by long practice 
he has brought himself to such a de¬ 
gree of skill in the process that he 
can make more noise in this way 
than any other. 

When he wants to make a speech 
foe further emphasizes his desire by 
shouting out his number as loudly 
as he can. and if. the president of 
the chamber chooses him for the 
next oration ho does so bv simplv 
REPEATING THE NUMBER 

The chamber is semi-circular in 
shape, and the members sit together 
at little groups of desks three or 
four together, all round. Tn the cen¬ 
tre i% a high elevuted tribune, and 
when a member speaks he ascends it 
for the purpose, and thus is in full 
view of the whole House.

Unfortunately tho mathematical 
calculations hud a serious flaw some¬ 
where, as the thundering engines met 
too soon; there was a disastrous ex¬ 
plosion, pieces of the locomotives 
wero hurled tremendous distances, 
and several of tho spectators were 
killed. An enterprising photographer 
engaged to tako a snapshot at the 
actual moment of the collision did 
not live to develop his sensational 
picture. 

When Professor Baldwin first per¬ 
formed his parachute decent from the 
clouds huge crowds were attracted 
by tho novelty. Upon one occasion, 
however, at the Aston Lower 
Grounds, Birmingham, England. he 
had a very narrow escape from be¬ 
ing killed, after successfully making 
the descent. A number of Birming¬ 
ham roughs surrounded him, and he 
was only rescued with difficulty, ths 
frame of his parachute being torn 
into matchwood. 

Santos Dumont, .the invontor of 
the latest and most successful air¬ 
ship, could doubtless, if he desired, 
command a large salary by whowing 
himself and his airship on the music- 
hall stage. 

REWARDS OF VENTURE. 

Numerous reckless navigators have 
at various times ciossed the Atlantic 
in small boats, and one successful 
sailor neoted sufficient money as the 
result of his enterprise to buy a nicc- 
sizod farm in Canada. There is no 
doubt that Fournier, the champion 
French automobilist. many times ran 
the risk of being Jashcd to pieces 
during the recent motor-car races 
from Paris to Berlin. At many 
points of the race he was travelling 
at the terrific speed of eighty miles 
an hour, and the slightest failure of 
either nerve or eye would have meant 
mutilation nnd instant death. Prov¬ 
ing successful, he received close upon 
$50,000 and his success will proba¬ 
bly mean no leas than $20,000 a 
year for life for him.—London An¬ 
swers.

THE INDIAN ARMY. 

; Proposed Reorganization in Train¬ 
ing and Equipment. 

1 The London Express says Lord 
Kitchener's scheme for the re-organt- 
zation of the Indian frontier for war 
is now complete. It will bring 
about a drastic alteration in the 
Indian military affairs. He propos¬ 
es to place tho bulk of the Indian 
array on the frontier, and so have it 
ready in tho place where it. will be 
needed. At present tho army is dis¬ 
tributed all over India. In Lord 
Kitchener s opinion this in useless, 
and would entail vast transportation 
and much loss of vital time in war. 
The system that ho is to change was 
deviaed after the mutiny, but now 
obsolete. Large ggrrisons in the 
presidencies are no longer needed, as 
a check on the Indian races. These 
are regarded as firmly loyal. Upon 
I this loyalty as on asset. Lord Kit¬ 
chener is constructing his new army. 
In placing the (lower of the force 
in the northwest, Lord Kitchener 
, propoees to divide the frontier into 
; parallel geographical divisions. Each 
‘of these will hold a self-contained 
field force operating on its own 
frontier line, and converging in war 
on either the Bolan or the Khyber 
J Pass, which form the great routes 
of possible hostile approach to India. 

] The vacated cantonment* further 
[south will be occupied by police, who 
are considered sufficient for the gov¬ 
ernment of the stations. The new 
organization will entail an additioc- 
' al 5000 men, and the total army 
I will be one of 280,000. One morlfc- 
ed feature of the scheme Is lte cheap¬ 
ness. Lord Kitchener has applied 
his financial genius to ths problem 
as He did in the Soudan, mad he be¬ 
lieves that the cotft oi the change 
need not be more than about *70,- 
000 a year for five years. Under 
the new plan the chief generals who 
now have their headquarters at 
Maar&s, Bombay and Bengal will 
command field armies on ths fron¬ 
tier, each ready to move actively at 
a day’s notice. As previously re¬ 
ported in the Express. Load Kitchen¬ 
er is also reconstructing both the 
training and the equipment of the 
Indian Army.

HOW TO REACH INDIA. 


Kuropatkin Has a Complete Plan 
Prepared. 


A desputch from London nays :— 
The Daily Express to-day prints 
what it claims is General Kuropat- 
■ kin's signed plan of invasion of Brit- 
| ish India, which, it is stated, was 
filed in the Russian War Office as the 
official method of procedure in case 
of a war between Russia and Great 
Britain. The document goes into 
minute detuils and is three columns 
in length. Briefly summed up, Gen. 
Kouroptkin divided such a war into 
two campaigns, one ending with the 
capture of Herat and the other, after 
two or three years’ administraton of 
the country, with the capture of 
Kashmir, Kandahar and Kabul. Af¬ 
ter that, says Gen. Kuropatkin, the 
British would find themselves with¬ 
out native support in India proper. 
The plan deals minutely with the 
methods Russia ought to adopt to 
j secure the co-operation of the IVr- 
) sians and Afghans by an elaborate 
! system of agents and sheikhs. It es¬ 
timates that one Turkestan army 
corps and one trans-Caspian corps 
would be required in the initial 
stage of the campaign, which “I 
should prefer to begin in November, 
as the weather is heulthier for the 
men and all Russian ports arc froz¬ 
en.

EFFECTS OF FOOD ON MILK. 

After having looked • carefully in- 
i to the effects which food has on milk 
the British Dairy Farmer’s Associa¬ 
tion has come to the following con¬ 
clusions: 

i That when a cow is in full milk 
and full flesh she will give her norm¬ 
al quality of milk for at least a 
limited time, even though the quality 
and quantity of food bo very defici¬ 
ent. 

J That when in food conditions a 
cow will take off her body whatev- 
j cr is deficient in food in order to 
give her normal quality of milk. 

That an extra supply of nutriti¬ 
ous food at all times increases the 
quality of milk, but the percentage 
of fut is not in any wav improved 
by It; anything, tne tendency being 
rather the other way. 

That an extra supply of nutritious 
food almost invariably very slightly 
increases the solids, not fat. of the 
milk. 

That a ration poor in food ingre¬ 
dients has a very slight tendency to 
reduce the solids, not fat. in the 
milk, but has little appreciable ef¬ 
fect on the fat. 

That with a poor ration a cow in 
full weight, will lose carcass weight 
while on a rich diet she will gain 
weight. t 

That although the percentage of 
fat in a cow’s milk may vary daily, 
we at present seem unable to con¬ 
trol these variations or to account 
for them. 

That for limited periods jip to 
one month or thereabout all ordin 
ary quantities of foods seem to have 
no material effect on the quality of 
the milk. 

That the only food which seem 
to have had any material effect on 
the percentage of butter in the milk 
is an excess of brewers’ grains. 

That very succulent grass has had 
only a vf*rv trifling effect in altering 
the percentage of fat. 

That most foods convey some fla¬ 
vor to the butter, but scarcely any 
of them will alter its percentage ir 
the milk. 

That some foods exercise a materi¬ 
al effect in raising the melting point 
of butter. 

That the aim of all producers of 
milk, butter or cheese should he 
to feed what will give quantity in 
moderate amount and of a mixed 
nature, and the produce will he the 
best that the cow can give 

That the variations in the per¬ 
centage of fat in a cow’s milk are 
caused by something, but what that 
something is we at present do not 
know, though if we did we might be 
able to influence the quality.
